All Students Liable for Mili- 
tary Training Must 
Attend 



AU British students registered at 
McGill University and its a.<soeiat- 
cd Thealfigical College will begin 
their military training today. Thc 
various companies, w hich have 
been formed to include .Ul under- 
graduates and graduates liable for 
this training will p,-u-adc at the 
times given in the notice else- 
where in this issue. All of these 
first parades will bc held in thc Sir 
Arthur Curric Memorial Armory. It 
is important that all students con- 
cerned report for their initial 
parades, whether there Is any con- 
flict with their timetables or not. 
In case of such conflict student* 
should consult their respective 
Deans or Professors Hatcher Mc- 
Cullsgh. Credit for lectures missed 
on account of these opening parades 
will be given later. 

Lists Posted in Buildings. 

Tentative lists of the personnel 
of these companies have been post- 
ed in the Arts, Engineering and 
Medical Buildings and the various 
Theological Colleges, .^ny Britbh 
students whose names do not ap- 
pear or. thee '.lîls should report to 
their Dean and any Non-British 
students whose names appear on 
these lists, and who do not desire 
10 <t3ke military training should 
also report to their Dean. 

If any student is in doubt as to 
his liability for military training 
he should immediately see his Dean 
or thc above-mentioned Professors 
to ascertain his status. The fol- 
lowing classes of students are 
exempt from military training: 
(a) Doukhobors 
I'ot Mcnnoniles 
(CI Non-British 
'di Physically unfit 

All other students must take thc 
military training. 

The Non-Permanent Active Mili- 
tia Regulations require that each 
student undergo at least 110 nours 
of training, then proceed to military 
cam'p for a period of two weeks. If 
the student docs not receive 110 
hours of training then he is liable 
to one month of training at camp. 

In the parade periods the firjil 
times îho'A'n are in military 
phraseology; thus 9.00 a.m. is OUUU 
his. 12 noon is 1200 hrs. 2,00 p.m. 
is HOO hrs. in accord with a 
twen'y-four hour day.

The npw Sir .\rthiir Currie 
.Memorial Gymna.siiim was the 
scene yesterday of the largest 
.\iitumn Convocation that Mc- 
Gill has held in years, during 
t\hich thc Earl of Athlone, Gov- 
crnor-Gmfral of C.'înada, was 
presented with the Degree of 
Doctor of Laws, 'honoris causa. 
.\n audience nf upwards of 2,500 
attended at this thc Earl's first 
visit to McGill in his official 
capacity as Visitor of the Uni- 
versity. This nuinber included 
those students reccix'i'ng degrees, 
those who hold scholarships at 
the University, the guard of 
honour of the McGill Conting- 
ent of the C.O.T.C. and the 
Canadian Gren.idier Guards, 
plu.= the hand of the Grenadier 
Guards. 

The Governor-General in his ad- 
dress brought out the point that 
many have suggested that, Univer- 
sity life and activities should be 
severely restricted. With these 
opinions he said he was in "pro- 
found disagreement,'' and thougb 
admitting that our life "cannot 
flourish with full • p eac e-time vig- 
our. " he regards the Importance ot 
universities as "immeasureably in- 
creesed at the present time." 

Reasons For Opinions. 

He gave his reasons for this opin- 
ion in a short outline of the origins 
of universities, which took place 
"at a time when every man's hand 
was against everyone else, when 
governments had ceased to perform 
the primary function of all govern- 
ment, namely, the preservation of 
law and order, and the mainten- 
ance of security ot life and prop- 
erty." Universities were then 
"oases of study in an arid and 
rocky desert of confused thinking." 
They were the only connecting 
link between the civilization of the 
Augustan age and the age of dis- 
covery and political and commer- 
cial expansion, after the discovery 
of America. 

"The greatness cf the respoasi- 
bility of the strongholds of learn- 
ing can only bc measured by the 
immensity of the debt we owe to 
them." But now "some of the moat 
famous of these medieval univer- 
sities after making through the cen- 
turies their remarkable contribu- 
tions of icience and scholarship to 
majikind. have now had their lights 
extinguished. I need but mention 
Prague and Heidelberg, Cologne 
and Leipzig, and alas, the oldest of 
them all. the University of Paris. ■ 

"And now it rests with you and 
the Universities of the Xew World 
to cai-ry on. In Middle .\ges their 
chief enemy was ignorance; now it 
is thc clever and imscrupulous 
methods of an arrogant despot who 
has the effrontery to prate of trea- 
son in a milieu in which he hu 
placed all reason by force." 

Expresses Hope. 

The Earl gave a word of advice 
to those who "deplore ihe state of 
ruin and desolation to which your 
fathers, those of my generatioa 
have brought civilization," The^e. 
are problems which every genera.'^

SONS AND FATHERS by Maurice Hindus; 
Doubleday. Doran S: Co. Inc; New York, 
IP-tO: piv yil: S2 7.\ 

The years scein to have dutleti the brilliance 
and incisiveness ot Ihc style which used to 
characterize the work of Maurice Hindus. His 
previous novels all bore the stamp ot syiup.T- 
Ihotiv conviction. Maurice Hindu.' showed 
himself to be a m.ntri iif llu- EiiRlish laiiKuaxc 
and a keen .student of human affairs, especial- 
ly as regards tl\e life and thought of pre- and 
post-revolutionary Russia. Tn "Re<l Bread." 
"Humanity Uprooted." "We .Shall 1.i\o AKnin" 
and a number of the other bo^iks which Mr, 
Hindus has written the reader is troalcd to a 
logical and absorbing sequence of events and 
is introduced to characters whose thoughts and 
actions are ot a definite pattern— straightfor- 
ward and comprehensible. The author's treat- 
ment of his characters in tlie present work is 
of a different kind, rather loss satisfactory. 

The hero ot the present novel. Nikolay 
Mitosa, Is an intellectual caught in the throes 
of the Russian ■ re\-olution. He is Ihe son of 
a fierce Bolshevik aRitator who had been ex- 
iled in Siberia for many years. Tlic conflict 
between Ihe son's loyalty to his father's ideas 
and his feeling of wpugnance at the thought 
of much needless bloodshed is sharpened by 
the fact that the yonncer Mitosa is in hno 
with the daufhter of a fermer Or,iri.«t officer 
\vho is intriKiiir.c ;îg;i;r.>t tlic Se\icts. Willi a 
skeleton plot like that it is to be cxi>ected that 
a good nowllst would turn out a first rate 
book. However. Maurice Hindus has chosen 
to endow his hero with a nebulous character 
and to have him romp tliroiij;li throe hundred 
pages of print feeling alternately like a .saint 
or a Galahad, but always with a background 
of indecision for his every action. Even when 
young Mitosa comes to a fight with his father 
iwho tîv that time has become the most dread- 
ed comn-iisar in all Rustiai he assumes a vacil- 
lating attitude. 

The lovely Irina, Nikolay's fiancee, is no 
less undecided about her allegiance and loy- 
alties. She fi,ie.< .-iltcmalcly with her counter- 
revolutionary father and her revolutionary 
mother-in-law. At one moment she is keenly 
aware of the good which the proposed revo- 
lutionary reforms arc going to do I0 the op- 
pressed peasantr>- of Russia and a few- p.-iges 
farther she takes up the cause of the subter- 
ranean "White .'^rmy." Hor only definite 
action seems to come at '.he end when site 
finally decides to throw in her lot with her 
father and is killed in an attempt to leave the 
country. 

Cor.t.-asied with these rather haU-bakcd 
characters is the picture of the older Mitosa. 
The commisar is a robust, hearty man— a pipe- 
smoker like Stalin, of course — whose activities 
outside of the Commtmist party would place 
him in a class with any intelligent peiil- 
bourgeois. It is this unswerving devotion to 
a cause for which he has suffered so much 
persecution that sets this man apart from his 
fellows. Where the cause of the party js con- 
cerned he becomes an almost inhuman auto- 
maton obeying the dictates of cold uncom- 
promising logic la his own words he would 
"as Soon kill" his own son as betray the revo- 
lution. The description of the older Mitosa 
is the only genuine part i.i the book. It is 
sincere, penetraiirg. accurate— but i.nsufficient. 
Just BF the reader becomes interested in the 
character of the father and settles down to 
find out more about the inner workings of his 
mind the book ends on a note of futility. If 
the author had intended this contrast between 
the vacillating intellectuals and the definite 
and consistent revolutionary to serve the pur- 
poses of propaganda he should have capitalized 
on his opportimities in a much more satis- 
factory manner than the one he employed ia 
"Sons and Fathers." —h. N. P.

WORLD'S END by Upton Sinclair; T.ne Mac- 
millan Company of Canada; Toronto, 
1940; pp. 740; $3.00. 

Writing novelE about rich men and de- 
nouncing their ondcevours and modes of 
making money seemt to have done a great 
deal for Mr. Sinclair. For one thing it gave 
him a chance to find out how these same rich 
men live. Upton Sinclair has ever been the 
expose arlisl: in "The .Jungle" )ie expo.sod the 
Chicago stockyards, in "OjI ' lit- exposed t)ie 
American oil concerns, in "Boston" he exposed 
the Sacco-Vanzetti affair and now in "World's 
End" he exposes the armaments indutiiy iit ihf 
time of the war of 1914-18 and the tiji;.->< (jui.ul 
peace negotiations and conferoncos. 

Mr. Sinclair has always known how to use 
words. He does not believe in economy where 
the spoken or printed word is concerned, As 
a con«e<juence wc are presented with a volume 
which, with the potiible exccjjlion of "Boblou," 
is considerably more bulky than this author is 
wont to turn out. In another man this would 
hfive called for censure, but in the present 
instance it gives the reader rallier a pleasant 
experience, since Upton Sinclair has outdone 
himself in this book. 

The stage for Mr. Sinclair's latest novel is 
France, with a Xew hundreds of pages devoted 
to the United States. The Riviera, Paris, the 
Engli.sh countryiiidc, Upper Silesia and lljc 
Ncv/ England Statt-s art all accorded Uic tame 
miiiuiely-anaJyticel treatment.

These pimplcs in them- 
selves do no imporlant physical 
harm, but (hey may do a great 
de.il (if damage to Uie personnllly 
for people helieve, not v/i(linut 
reason, (lia( (liey nre Jiidfied hy 
(liclr appearancc and feel very 
Bcnsltlvo when they blossom out 
In a shower ot pimplcs. 

The condllloii ,1s known to doc- 
tors as acne viilgari<:. It l,s nr;irly 
always a phenomenon of ndolrs- 
eeiice and subsides in lln' iiinjoiity 
of eases ulien maliirily i.-; iiMiiiiied 
U'iually al llio age nf 22 or 23, 

In the skin arc millions nf micro- 
scopic glands (sobaccous glands), 
which secrete an oily substance. 
These glands discharge their oily 
secretion on (he surface of the .skin 
lliidiiKli tiny tubules or d'lcls, Tlie 
oil is necessary to maintain n 
healthy (exiurc of tho skin, but 
sometimes It is manufactured in 
excessive amounts. 'Ilils Is par- 
ticularly true during the period of 
adolescence. When dial happcnf, 
the nniutlis of Hie liny tubules may 
heconie choked willi oil and dcbri.i 
of various kinds, Tlie result is a 
crop of blacklicad.s. Blackheads arc 
nearly always found in cases of 
acne vulgaris. Sometimes germs, 
or bacteria, get into the blocked 
ducts and infection occurs with the 
formation of ims. These infested 
duels are the pimplcs you sec. 

Nearly all young people have 
this condition to some degree. If 
it is not severe it is necessary only 
to maintain scrupulous cleanliness 
of the part of the body affected. 
Frequent washing of tho face (two 
or three times a day) with hot 
water and a good grade of soap 
will help remove the excess oil 
Following the hot water and soap 
many physicians recommend a 
cold douche to stimulate the cir- 
culation in the skin. The applica- 
tion ot alcohol once a day prob- 
ably helps to destroy germs which 
may be present on Uie .skin and so 
reduces the chances of infection. 
Many cosmetics, including rouge 
and cold creams, actually promote 
the formation of pimplcs by help- 
ing further to seal the oil ducts. 

Severe cases of acne should be 
under the care of a physician. It 
may be that there is scitcthing 
wrong with the general pnysical 
condition of the individual. The 
diet may be defective, there may 
be faulty elimination or habits of 
exercise and sleep may be incor 
rcct. It is possible that the phy 
siclan may be able to prescribe 
certain local remedies which may 
be helpful, and when other things 
fail the use of X-Rays may im 
prove the condition greatly.

Appreciation of Music 
The Conservatorium of Music 
offers two courses in the Apprecia- 
tion of Music to be given by Dr. 
Arthur Egerton beginning Octo- 
ber 9, 

The first course, given on Wed- 
nesday evenings at 8.30, is a 
foundational course in music listen- 
ing and analysis in which the in- 
struction is adapted to the require- 
ments of the adult amateur rather 
than of the trained musician.
